ber. Depending on the number of offset colors 
involved, the first portion (first set) could ex- 
pand as large as “NINI.” 

Adding offset numbers to combination-process 
plate blocks is not expected to increase costs to 
collectors. Offset printing plates are very dura-` 
bie, and one set usually suffices for an issue ex- 
cept in rare instances where plates are damaged | 
by accident. 
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
